Admiral Dewey u><t H>> Men. 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript.) 


Washington, May 9.—On the opening of 


congreiS~today the President sent the ex- 
pected message recommending a rote of 
thanks to Bear Admiral Dewey for his 
distinguished conduct it Manila. 


After rehearsing th« details of the bat- 


tle, as given fully in Saturday's dispatches, 
with the announcement that on April 24, 
the President directed Dewey by cable to 
move on the Philippine islands, the mes- 
sage says: 


"The magnitude of this victory can 


hardly be measured by the 
ordinary 


standards of naval warfare. Outweighing 
any material advantage there is the moral 
effect of this initial success. At this un- 


> surpassed achievement the great heart of 


our nation throbs, not with boasting or 
with greed of conquest, but with deep 
gratitude that this triumph has come in a 
just cause and that by the grace of God 
an effective step has thus been taken 
toward the attainment «f the wished for 
peace. 


"To those whose sk4H, courage and'de^ 


votion have won this fight, to the gallant 
commander and the brave officers ^nd 
men -who aided him, «nr country owes an 
incalculable, debt. Peeling as our people 
feel and speaking in their name, I at once 
sent a message to Commodore Dewey, 
thanking him and his oncers and men for 
their splendid achievement and over- 
whelming victory, and informing him 
that I had appointed kirn an Acting Kear 
Admiral. 
"I now recommend that following our 


national precedents and expressing the 
fervent gratitude of e^ery patriotic heart 
the thanks of congress fce given to Acting 
Bear Admiral George Dewey of the 
United States navy, for highly distin- 
guished conduct in conflict with tha 
enelry, and to the officers and men under 
his command for their gallantry in the 
destruction of I ha enemy's fleet and the 
capture theenemy'a fortifications in the 
bay of Manila.

They 
are aided now by the French representa- 
tives In Washington of the Spanish bond- 
holders, who are much encouraged by 
(he courtesy shown by the president m 
releasing the French steamer Lafayette, 
and who are hopeful of a conclusion of 
the war with Spain without bloodshed 
before midsummer. 


Some members of the cabinet, among 


them Secretary Day, whose Influence 
with the president is known to be great, 
are favorable to the project. Assistant 
Secretary Moore, who is an avowed op- 
ponent *f the interpretation of the Mon- 
roe doctrine which now prevails, is un- 
derstood to b« responsible for the po- 
sition assumed by Secretary Day* 
At 


the cabinet meeting on Saturday, after 
the receipt of advices from Admiral 
Dewey, there was a long and heated dis- 
cussion on this very point. The pro- 
gram of those who oppose the lending 
of troops to the Philippines does not 
etop there by any means, but is wide in 
its scope. 
It is reported to be as fol- 


lows: 
First, no sending of soldiers to land at 


Manila, as this would complicate tfie 
United States withjhe Insurgents and 
perhaps. prevent the' return of the Phil- 
ippines to Spain. 


Second, no seizure of Porto Bice by 


the United States, as this would also in- 
volve the United States in obligations te 
£lve the insurgents a free and indepen- 
dent government. 


Third, the surrender ef Cuba by 


Spain, to be disposed of as tha United 
States may decide, without the landing 
of United States troops, which would 
result in * recognition of the present 
Cuban republic. 


Fourth, m» battle between Sampson'* 


fleet and the Spanish Ironclads. 


It Is bellevca that If It can be under- 


stood that th« flrst tvro points ar« con- 
ceded there will be mo trouble in avoid- 
ing the battle between the fleets. It 
la urged that since Dewey's victory, 
which offsets th» loss of the Maine, both 
nations can afford to make peace and 
Spain can afford to glv« up Cuba if she 
Is allowed to retain Luson and Porto 
Rico. 
What view the president takes of this 


plan of settlement Is not known, al- 
though * remark which be mafle at Sat- 
urdays cabinet meeting has caused 
those who are urging It upon him to 
take courage. In the cabinet there is a 
strong factlom, beaded by Secretary 
Long, which farer* immediate and ag- 
gressive action, leeking met enly to send- 
ing relief te Dewer Hat te throwing a 
large body of troops Into Cuba and seis- 
ing Porto Rico at enc*. In order that it 
may not be uie4 by the Spanish fleets as 
a base ef supplies.

Between 60.000 and 80,000 men will be 


landed on Cuban soil at once. They

Key "West, May 9.—Saturday the wily 


Spaniards arranged a trap to send a, 
couple of Uncle Sam's ships to the bot- 
tom. 
They baited it as a man -would 


bait a rat trap. A small schooner was 
sent out from Havana shortly before 
daylight Saturday morning tobraw some 
of the Americans into the ambuscade. 
The ruse worked like a charm. The 
Vieksburg and the Merrill, in^he heat 
,of the chase and in their contempt for 
Spanish gunnery, walked straight into 
the trap that had been set for them. 
Had the Spaniards possessed their souls 
in patients but five minutes longer, not 
even the bad gun practice would have 
naved our ships, and two more of our 
•vessels would lie at the bottom, within 
two lengths of the wreck of the Ill- 
starred Maine. 


The commander of the Vicksburg was 


the first to realize the danger Into which 
the reckless pursuit had led them. He 
.concluded it was time to haul c" and 
sent a shot across the bow of the £ ^on- 
er. 
The Spanish skipper InsUi.j.ly 


brougrht his Vessel about, but whil2 she 
•was still rolling in the trough of the ssa 
with her sails flapping, an eight-Inch 
shrapnel shell catwe.hurling through the 
air from the water battery, a mile and a 
half away. It passed over the Morrill 
between the pilot house and the smoke- 
stack, and exploded less than 50 feet on 
the port quarter. The"small shot rattled 
against her side. It was i close call. 
Two more shots follotvod in quick suc- 
cession, taot:i shrapnel. One burst close 
under the starboard quarter, filling the, 
engine room with the smoke of the ex- 
ploding shell, and the other, like the first, 
passed over and exploded just beyond. 
The Spanish gunners had the range, and 
their time fuses were accurately set. 
, The crews of both ships were at their 
guns. Lieutenant Coats;, who was in 
charge of the bow feur-inoh rapid-fire 
gun of the Uorrill. asked for and ob- 
tained permission to return the fir*. At 
the first shot the Vieksburg, whioh wa* 
in the wake of the Morrill slightly In- 
shore. sheered oft and passed to wind- 
ward under the Merrill's stern. In the 
irieantime Captain Smith also put his 
helm to port and was none too soon, for 
AS the Morrill stood off, a solid eight- 
inch shot raxed h*r starboard quarter 
and kicked up tons of water a* it struck 
a wave 100 yards beyond. Captain 
Smith said afterward that this was un- 
doubtedly an eight-lmeh «rmor-»iercing 
project!!*, and that Jt would hare p-issed 
through th« Uorrfll's boilers had he not 
changed her sourse in the nick of time. 


AH the guns of the water battery were 


now at work; one »f thtm out the Jacob's 
ladder of the Vlcksburg adrift, and an- 
other carried away a portion of tke rig- 
s-Ing. As the Morrill and th« Viclcsburg 
st*amed away their aft guns were used, 
but only a fsw shots were fired.

live in a cave or even in a mysterious 
and secluded oastlo, bat he is master of 
over 6,000 bewildering illusions, some 
of which seem almost awe inspiring un- 
til their mechanism is explained. If yon 
should step into his bright little sales- 
room in Illinois street, you would like- 
ly find Magician A. Boterberg playing 
with his little daughter, watching his 
pretty German wife making "vanishing 
flowers1' or sitting at a bench by a sun- 
ny window and constructing magical 
things -while the cable cars rattled by 
in the street. 


A glance around the cozy shop, how- 


ever, would soon convince you that yon 
had discovered a perfect treasure house 
of wonders and nineteenth century mir- 
acles. Banged npon deep shelves and 
behind locked glass doors yon would 
see all the appliances with which the 
most famous expert conjurors have be- 
wiMered the boys and girls and grown 
np folk since time immemorial. In ad- 
dition to these you would see many new 
things — inventions of Magician Eoter- 
berg — which contain secrets of the most 
astonishing nature. 


You wonld see the mystifying chafing 


dish which tha public conjurer uses 
when he cooks aa omelet lief ore (he spec- 
tators, puts the c*over on to keep the 
dish warm, but finally removes the cov- 
er to disclose a pair of doves, but no 
omelet, in the dish. The trickseems 
wonderful till you learn that theSpver 
has a secret compartment or pan which 
covers tip tbe omelet and holds the 
doves, tEe pan remaining in the chafing 
dish when the cover is removed. 


You wonld see talking skulls tbat-ar,e 


operated by invisible strings and the 
magic hatbrush that has a box in the 
center from which many things are 
dropped into the hat that is brushed by it. 
You would see dozens of birdcages and 
drums such as magicians take in quan- 
tities from silk hats. The secret is ex- 
plajned when yon learn that the drums 
and cages are collapsible and can be 
flattened together so that a dozen can 
be easily packed into one bat. You 
wonld see hundreds of different sorts of 
mysterious boxes with false bottoms, 
false ends, false sides or false tops that 
are invisible. One of tbe beat of these 
is a box with a swinging end that opens 
when tbe operator touches a spring, 
thus letting the contents of the box fall 
out. This sort of appliance is used 
when the magician looks a watch up in 
a box and then finds it in the pocket of 
some person in the audience. 


A great many of the magical instru- 


ments depend upon false compartments 
for their deceiving qualities. Tbe trick 
is of this sort by 7,-hich tho magician 
sprinkles liquid colors on a jar of cot- 
ton, puts a cover on tbe jar and then re- 
moves the cover to find the flags of all 
nations. Ton might see tbe appliance 
by which the modern wizard apparently 
ontB off tbe bead of a subject and then 
replaces it while the spectators watch 
the operation in open mouthedartoniah-

mere boyish laziness, ignorance of bow 
to begin and natural sluggishnMp-and 
vis inartije in others will prevent it un- 
less the work is laid out and required. 
It ought of course to be a part of tbeir 
education, not an accident of tbeir rec- 
reation or a passing incident of their 
feverish and overwrought thirst for 
glory. There is> no greater boon for Boys 
than to bava their work laid out for 
them, and the word "required" baa no 
terrors at all for them, but quite the 
contrary, if tbe work itself is obviously 
beneficial. They welcome it. Being a 
fundamental and nearly universal need, 
physical training should not be the sub- 
ject of election, but should be required 
of all except invalids and cripples, with 
election only as to the kind and form of 
exercise in the large field from which 
choice can be made.

Indian Irritating

square miles; its depth may be three or 
four feet or 100 feet or more.

darabad to signify a very small tank, 
such as one of two or three acres only. 
The words "ganger" and "oherroo" are 
the Hindoostanee and Telugn equiva- 
lents, respectively, of the word that has 
been copied into English as "tank."

Adrice on Pruning;. 


If prnning is done properly, no tools 


will ever be necessary except a sharp 
pruning knife, but if ! r gleoted OB too 
many main limbs are a. < owed to grow 
the saw Will have to be need in a few 
years. It is desirable to make a nice, 
smooth, even cut, and to do this the 
knife should follow the shoulder that is 
noticeable at the junction of the limb 
to another or to the main stem, and the 
surface of the out should be no larger 
than the base of the branch removed. 
Draw the blade inward a little at the 
tipper side. Avoid leaving a sharp stub 
from which a new shoot may start. Do 
mot make the cut too close. When the 
eaw mnst be nsed on a heavy limb, saw 
'a little on the underside first, so that 
the weight of the limb as it falls will 
'not split or peel the bark. It is neces- 
'sary to paint the wonud made by prnn- 
ing with white lead and linseed oil, to 
'which may be added a little lampblack, 
if desired, to give a darker effect.—Re-

Stand by the Flag and President, 


BEWKT'S IHAfi^IMCENT VICTOBH. 


A week ago the country received un- 


official information of a brilliant and dar- 
ing achievement by Acting Admiral 
Dewey before Manila, in th« Philippines. 
Entering the bay under cover of dark- 
ness, it was reported that he opened a 
fierce fire upon the Spanish fleet at dawn 
and ir leas than two hours had practically 
annihilated it. 
This elation caused by 


this superb and decisive stroke in the 
United States was dampened somewhat 
by the failure of the government to get 
any official confirmation of the report and 
by the absence of particulars relating to 
the damage sustained by the American 
squadron and to the subsequent move- 
ments of Dewey. 


On Saturday all doubts and anxieties 


were removed and all restraints upon the 
jubilancy of the people were cast aside by 
communications from tbe admiral con- 
firming the first advices of his overwhelm- 
ing victory and adding the remarkable 
and gratifying information that 
the 


sweeping of the Spanish ships from the 
bay had not cost a single ship or a single 
life on the American side and bat a few 
wounds. 


For a week the nation had to content 


itself with meager unofficial information 
of the triumph that had attended the 
superior daring, maneuvering and gun- 
nery of the American squadron under 
Admiral Dewey before Manila. Now the 
people know from the great naval com- 
mander's own report what^he did for the 
glory of the nation's cause and the fame 
of the nation's navy a week ago Sunday. 
He has told tbe story in few and 
plain words and without a syllable of ex- 
ultation or vaunting. But the modesty of 
his message from the distant scene of bis 
heroic deed will not diminish the luster 
imparted to his name by the promptitude, 
valor and daantlesanesa with which he 
executed the command of the naval de- 
partment.

Policy of the Govetnraent Re- 


garding Them. 


SOME IMPORTANT DISCLOSURES. 


t the Proper Time and For Ample Com- 
pensatlon the Philippine* Will Be Given 
Up— May Keep Cnba — Belief In Waah- 


That Peace It Not Far OK 


WASHINGTON, May 9.— [Special.]— There 


IB no purpose on the port of our govern- 
ment to hold to tho Philippine islands. I 
am not so sure that we do not intend to 
keep Cuba. A vast difference between 
Americanizing the Philippines and mak- 
ing a colony of Cuba is to be noted. One 
is ulready American in its geographical 
and ooraiueroial relations and its political 
aspirations, while the other » distinctively 
Asiatic. It would be wholly consistent for 
tho United traces to acquire Cuua, so far 
as our national polioy and our true place 
among the family of nations are concern- 
ed, just as it would be a great strain to at- 
tempt retention of the Philippines. Ihe 
proper sphere of action for the United 
States is in tho west urn hemisphere — 
America for the Americans. In the opin- 
ion of most public men here, it would be 
a great mistake for this country to mis in 
tho peculiar politics of t bo-far east, and, I 
am told on good authority, President Mo- 
Kinley has definitely decided we will giro 
up the Philippines at the proper time and 
for the proper compensation. 


It is just here that I am able to make an 


important disclosure concerning the policy 
of tho administration. The descent of our 
naval forces upon the Philippines had a 
large and comprehensive purpose behind 
it. Tho purpose of this war, the president 
insists, is to i'rco Cuba. Spain's misrule 
in the Philippines may be as obvious as in 
Cuba, but that is not the business of the 
United States. Our responsibility does not 
extend to the other side of the world. 
There must bo a limit upon tho energies 
which one is to exert in regulating the af- 
fairs of other people. For Instance, if one's 
next door neighbor flagrantly beats and 
kicks and starves his children and the 
cries of the victims disturb his slumber 
and destroy his peace of mind he is justi- 
fied in offering interference, but if one 
hears of a similar case 1,000 miles away 
one can scarcely be expected to get upon 
the cars and travel thither for the purpose 
of securing justice. 


Spain Will Sne For Peace. 


In high official circles bare the belief 


prevails that within 80 days Spain will 
sue for peace, not directly, but through 
the convenient intermediary of the Euro- 
pean powers. The United States will have 
no objection to such mediation, as haa 
been already pointed out in these dis- 
patnhes, upon the condition that we ore to 
carry our poisl and secure the freedom of 
Cuba. 


When peace negotiations actually begin 


—and it is believed they are not far off — 
the United States will do all in its power 
to make it easy for Spain to sacrifice Cuba. 
It is just here the importance of the Phil- 
ippines as a factor in the international 
situation arises. It is the intention of 
President MoKinley, in so far as he can 
control the situation, to permit Spain to 
retain the Philippines if she will only £ive 
up Cuba without further resistance. In- 
deed it Is not improbable some such sug- 
gestion as this has already been ponveyed 
to the government at Madrid through the 
agency of neutral diplomats. The 'Madrid 
government will doubtless be eager to seize 
upon this method of terminating the war 
as soon as it is able, if it ever ia, to bold 
in check the revolutionary forces in Spain 
itself. The point is that perhaps retention 
of the Philippines may operate aa a salve 
to the wounds of pride inflicted by the 
loss of Cuba and tuns place in the hands 
of the Spanish authorities the very means 
they need for controlling the situation at 
home. 


e, Situation M»y Change. 


It is at the same time pointed oat by 


members of the administration who are 
aware of this phase of the president's pol- 
icy that1 the progress of the war may 
change the situation materially. For in- 
stance, if our losses should be very heavy 
or if the Spanish fleets were to inflict ssrl- 
ous damage upon Americen elfcieF, the 
leniency involved in the proposed surren- 
der of the Philippines might become im- 
possible: If Spain pursues the war with 
enough vigor and effectiveness to rouse 
the true fighting spirit of the people of the 
United States, to produce a desire for re- 
venge through severe chastisement of the 
Spanish nation, such generosity will be 
out of the question. For some time it has 
been believed hero not only by leading 
officials of the administration, but by 
members of the diplomatic corps as well, 
that Sagasta and his confreres at Madrid 
have had these facts in mind and have 
from the first desired to pursue a passive 
policy as a forerunner of a peaceful settle- 
ment. If they have actually decided upon 
war in earnest, ag recent dispatches indi- 
cate, they have doubtless done so in re- 
sponse to public opinion in Spain. 


'Whatever the future may have in store 


for the Philippines there is no doubt those 
islands should be free of Spanish rule. I 
was talking today with a gentleman who 
spent two years at Manilla as agent for a 
commercial firm. He says Spain's govern- 
ment of the Philippines has been Infamous. 
The officials are almost invariably cor- 
rupt, the taxes are ruinous and the mili- 
tary power by which the islands have 
alone been governed has proved itself ohar- 


• acteristically brutal and cruel. 


"For instance," eaid this gentleman, 


"it has been a favorite and a profitable 
amusement for the Spanish officers in the 
Philippines to demand military service of 
wealthy planters and even of merchants. 
Inasmuch as snch^servica meant personal 
degradation and discomfort— mere slavery 
—of 'course there was nothing for the im- 
pressed men tor do but to buy theii free- 
dom. 
_ This was precisely what tho Span- 


iards wanted, and tho ransom was made 
according to the wealth of the victim. In 
some cases it was as low as $600 and in 
others aa high as (8,000. One of my clerks 
was Impressed for military service, and aa 
he had no money with which to ransom 
himself I gave him $00 with which to 
make peace with the officer in charge. 
"Spain's methods in the Philippines," 


concluded this former resident of Manilla, 
"have been just such as I am told they were 
in Cuba— to get everything possible out of 
the country and to give nothing in return 
but cruelty and tyranny. In m7 opinion, 
the people of the Philippines will never 
submit to Spanish domination. Even If 
the United States hands the islands back 
to Spain in settlement of peace, tho na-' 
tives will keep up the fight till they hav* 
won their independence."

London, Hay 9.—Court-martials wert 


constituted at Milan today to Judge tha 
rioters arrested Saturday. The mob 
thrice unsuccessfully attacked the gen- 
eral .telegraph office with a view of cut- 
ting off the city when all other expedi- 
ents failed. General Boccarls used can- 
non to destroy the barricades and about 
100 persons were killad. Although tha 
government has established tha severest 
censorship in revising and stopping all 
dispatches containing what it consid- 
ered dangerous matter, it is learned 
that the rioters at Milan succeeded Sun- 
day rn occupying the central station and 
delaying the departure of several trains. 
No praise could be too high for the dis- 
cipline, endurance and patience of th* 
soldiers under the most trying condi- 
tions. Not one moved a finger until the 
command was given, although aim, st 
all were injured by flying missiles, some 
bleeding badly. 


One seemed to have returned tojfthe 


famous flve'daya of 1848, with the rattle 
ot cavalry, the Incessant cracking of 
rifles, the discordant cries and words of 
command and the bugle signals. Full 
particulars ara not known, as they are 
not allowed to pass; but surprising- ivas 
the quickness with which the barricades 
were formed in popular quarters, es- 
pecially on the brldg-es over the canals. 
Carts, carriages and street cars were 
overturned and piled up with furniture 
from the adjacent buildings to the noisy 
Joy of the crowd. 


Distressing scenes occurred all over 


the city—wives searching for husbands 
and mothers for sons, with explosions of 
grief after vain search, or when finding 
them wounded or dead. In the center 
of the town a continuous battle went on 
for two hours. In the popular quarters 
the mob resisted until nlg-htfall. 


It is said that such an occurrence has 


not taken place before in Italy. The 
events have even surpassed the terrible 
riots in Turin, when the cap'tal was 
transferred to Florence. General Boc- 
caris showed that he felt his responsi- 
bility and acted promptly, firmly a~l 
energetically. In fact before night the 
troops had destroyed all the barricade* 
and were camping in the streets and 
Bcruares. No part of the city was with- 
out its complement of troops; while from 
th» surrounding provinces reinforce-

of the big daily papers here by th 
score a month or moro ago and not from 
those already in the writing business 
only, but from men in almost every 
walk of life—bankers, brokers, mer- 
chants az'J professional men, many of 
whom havo never made a line of copy 
unless in the way of an occasional "con- 
tribution to the editor" on some topic 
of parennial interest that conld be sjgn- 
ed "Veritas," "Old Subscriber" or 
"Vox Populi." Some of these men have 
offered to work for nothing in order to 
get the chance to sea real fighting at 
close range without sharing all the dan- 
gers of the men actually engaged, and 
a few have offered not only to turn in 
their services free, but to pay all their 
personal espeuses besides. 


It is hardly necessary to say, I pre- 


sume, that no proposition of that sort 
could well ba entertained by a manag- 
ing editor who knows hie business. Cor- 
respondence from "the front" is un- 
doubtedly by far the moat important 
work "on the paper" in time of war, 
and it would never do to intrust it to a 
novice or a man who values his time so 
lightly as to bo willing to devote it fo 
a task that carries with it no compen- 
sation.

Coming Season. 


JIMMY MICHAEL'S PLANS.

This season is likely to witness the 


best bicycle races ever seen in America, 
for never before at so early a date have 
so many important and interesting as 
well as novel contests been arranged, 
The sport this year is on a businesslike 
as well as a sporting basis, and the out- 
look was never brighter for a great 
racing season. 


One of the first as well as most In- 


teresting of the big match races will 
be the 20 mile contest at the Willow 
Grove track, near Philadelphia, be- 
tween J. Frank Starbuck, the profes- 
sional middle distance rider, and Ed- 
ouard Taylore, the Frenchman. 
The 


race is to be held on May 2S, and each 
man is to be allowed 20 pacemakers. 
Starbuck is a Philadelphian-and gamed 
considerable renown last season by his 
various- attempts, in only one of which 
he was successful, to defeat Jimmy 
Michael in a se 
of middle distance 
races. This season he intends to devote 
most of his attention to long distances 
and is sansruin" "nt he will be bet- 
ter able to co- 
c.gamst the crack 
riders than he 
c year. 


What will ce; 
ue one of the most 


sensational match races of the year, if 
the contest takes place, will be that be- 
tween Charles M. Murpljy of Brooklyn 
and E. E. Anderson of Roodhouse, Ills. 
It is proposed that these men shall race 
for a mile paced by locomotives, the 
contest to be held somewhere on Long 
Island where two tracks ran parallel 
for a distance of 1% or two miles and 
.the stretches are reasonably level and 
vhere spectators may find favorable 
positions from which to see the men 
risk life and limb for fortune's favors. 


Arrangements for, the ride itself are 


completed, and the selection of a loca- 
tion is aril tfiat "delays 'the "final' an- 
nouncement. The board track for each 
rider will be as wide as the rails will 
allow. Each locomotive will be followed 
by a car, which will be occupied by 
guests. On the back of this car will be 
a iund shield. Upon this shield a black 
line will be drawn, and upon this the 
rider will have to glue his eyes with 


terrible intentness. On the track wil 
be a second line over which he mus 
travel. Deviation from this, caused by 
the slightest wabbling, is likely to pre 
cipiuue the ruler to almost certain 
death. The track will be boarded for a 
quarter of a mile ahead of the start and 
for half a mile oeyond the finish. 


Murphy and Anderson have had ex- 


perience. 
Murphy once followed 
a 


quad down hill, near Brooklyn, with 
a strong wind at his back, making the 
mile in 1m. 4-5s. He also planned to 
follow a locomotive, but Anderson car- 
ried out his idea ^hilc Murphy was in 
Europe in the spring of 1SS6. Ander- 
son covered the mile under these condi- 
tions in 1m. 3 4-5s. 


Anderson used a gear of 120 in his 


ride, while Murphy's machine was 
geared to 96. Murphy says that it is 
not possible to make a mile in a min- 
ute behind a locomotive, as he thinks 
these engines cannot get under way 
quick enough in a quarter or half a 
mile to \vind the rider up to the proper 
degree of speed. 


Multicycle racing is destined to enjoy 


a boom this season. Arthur Gardiner, 
Karl Kaser and Charles Miller started 
the ball rolling- with their sweeping 
challenge to meet any triplet team in 
the world. This trio broke the hour 
unpaced record of the world at Belair, 
Fla., last March by covering 28 miles 
7S yards in an "•hour, with nothing to 
break the wind for the big machine. 
This performance was remarkable, in- 
asmuch -as it is the greatest distance 
ever covered in 60 minutes by any eon- 
:rivance propelled by human power. 
The men composing the team are in- 
dividually remarkably strong.

Swanborough' and Sager of Den- 
ver rode 26 miles 1,282 yards in an hour 
on a tandem a few weeks ago, and the 
National Track association will add a 
mate and match the trio against the 
winners of the first mentioned contest. 
Then Tom Eck has a team of which he 
expects wonders, composed of Gougoltz 
and Lamberjack, with Jaap Eden, the 
great Dutch champion, as a mate.

He earns his bread 
not by the sweat of his brow, but by tbe 
vinegar of his pen. Now, the new critic 
takes himself seriously, very seriously, 
indeed. He revels in the joy of mind 
inspired by the thought that he Is the 
autocrat of the stage and that Borrow, 
tears and lamentation follow in tha 
wake of his tart pen. The new critic 
goes about with his nose in the air 
and a carefully and painfully acquired 
decadent expression. He wears green 
carnations in his buttonhole, bulletins 
the quantity of absinth he can imbibe 
per day and, last and crowning viA, is 
never seen in public without a cigaijetta 
clinched between his cruel teeth. Ha 
does not need to cee^ the play, often 
avoids seeing It, says his imagination 
will work better without it; also that 
managers He in wait for him and actors 
yearn to meet him with a club.

cranky and conservative editors in 
whose daily exchange grind is included 
the penance of reading it say ponder- 
ous and painful things about the new 
critic's daily dose of vinegar, vitriol and 
vituperation, and the new critic goes 
home and tells his wife what a great 
man he is and attacks his employer for 
a raise in his salary.

The guests included several other rep- 
resentative actors and managers, and a 
kindly, milk of human kindness spirit 
pervaded their remarks In regard to the 
critic. The very night before one of tha 
most deadly of the craft had dorif hia 
worst in regard to Mr. James' new play. 
Instead of feeling depressed because of 
such remarks as "the fat actor capered 
about over the canvas landscape like a 
mountain goat and at Imminent dan- 
ger of damaging his plaster nose" a 
most cheerful view was taken of them.
